The 5 Field Army 


By 1 November 1951, tha Chinese Communist 5 Field Army (FA), comprising 
12 armies which were organized into three army groups+, had received 
Soviet training and equipment in North and Northeast China. Sixty per~ 
cent of its personnel were recruits, 2° percent were troops formerly under 
FU Tso-d, and 15 vercent were troops formerly with the North China Arny 
Group. The 5 FA was semi-mechanized and carried Soviet-made weapons. 
Each army had 62 x 105 mm gens; 8 x 95 mm guns; 16 x 12 mo anti-tank 
guns; 36 double-tube rockets, sach 36 izches long; 48 x 90 mm and 76 mm 
anti-aircraft guns; and 120 automobiles, trucks, and Jeers. The anti~ 
aircraft guns were pelled by tractors. 


On 20 September the 5 FA; the 9, 11, 12, 14, 16, and 17 Armies of the 2 FA; 
and the 71 and 73 Armiss of the Armored Force Army Group began movement 
toward the Koreen front, where they were to take up defensive positions 

on 15 October.2 All unite in Korea of tha 1 FA were to be ordered back to 
Northvest China, and those of the 4 FA to Chiemussu for regrouping, 
training, and equinping. On 20 October five armies of the 4 FA, which 

had been ordered to Chiamuesu, vere suddenly sent to the Soviet border 

anc were to go to southern Sakhelin for reorganization and training. 


The Internationa) Volunteer fray 


On 1 November PENG Teh-luai was tc be appointed deputy chief of staff of 
the Interantional Volunteer Army (IVA) and head of tho Far Tast Theater. 
NIE Jung-chen was to become acting cominder of Chinese Commmist forces 
in Sovea. 


As ef carly Bovenbor the IVA toteled 80,000 men organised into 5 divisions. 


It was perticularly strong im air and ground units. The divisiona were 
organized and equipped as follows:

On 1 October efforts were renewed to recruit men for the Chinese Communist 
Army, A total of 5,000,000 men were to be reeruited by the end of December 
to replace combat losses, As of 25 Ostober, over 2,500,000 man had been 
recruited in North, Central, and Northwest China for the Korean fighting; 
1,000,0C0 of thees joined units in the Northeast, and the rest vent to 
Kalgan to do manual labor on the Soviet border, , 


Shiment of Tanks to Kopes 


On 15 October, 120 7.34 tanks, 160 SF~24 tanxs, 200 LP=j18 tanks, and 80 
KU~2 tanks -rrived in Muxdey. Qa 17 October these tanks were shipped to 
Antung vie the Muxdenwintung Railuay and then te Korea,
